1.01 The 28 Cabinet should be lubricated as 

directedin this section. The figures in- 
dicate the points to be lubricated and the quantity 
of lubricant to be used. Lubricate the assembly 
just prior to placing it in service. 


1.02 The cabinet should be lubricated after 
each six months period of time or after 

each 1500 hours of service when the operating 

components of the set are serviced. 


1.05 Specific lubrication requirements and the 

amount of lubricant are indicated at each 
lubrication point in accordance with the following 
code: 


O Apply 1 drop of oil. 
O02 Apply 2 drops of oil. 
O03 Apply 3 drops of oil. 
G_ Apply thin film of grease.
